SENTENCES IMPOSED ON 
DUBLIN MEN 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON AND A JURY.) 


Thomas Flannery and Patrick Flynn were 
indicted, the former for having stolen a motor 
car, the property of George Wale, on 22nd 
April on the Stillorgan road, and the latter 
with having received the car and its con- 
tents knowing it to have been stolen. 

| Evidence was given to show that the two 
20-year with a man named George Brack, 
iad driven about the county area in the car, 
and that it was abandoned on the public road, 
where it was found by the Guards. 

Mr. Wale, Faith avenue, East Wall, stated 
that the colour of the car and the registered 
ugmber had been changed. and that the total 
damage done to it was £22 10s. There were 
a rug and two books in the car. 

The jury found the prisoners guilty. . 

Flynn, it was stated, had several previous 
convictions against him. 

Mrs. Esther Flynn, his mother, pleaded for 
leniency on his behalf, and he was bound to 
the peace for two years. His mother entered 
into a bond of £50 for his good behaviour. 

George Brack, who pleaded “guilty ' to 
stealing one car and driving three others 
without a licence, and also to attempting to 
commit suicide, was put forward. 

Inspector John O'Neill stated that Brack 
since he was a young boy was involved in 
crime, and had suffered terms of imprison- 
ment for similar offences to that with which 
he now was charged. 

Mrs. Esther Cuddy, his sister, said that 
he was promised employment as a chanffeur, 
and he was thinking ef getting married. 

The Judge said that the offence of inter- 
fering with motor cars which were parked in 
the streets was becoming too common. He 
had had before him many cases of taking 
cars without the permission of the owners. 
He had regard to the prisoner’s state of mind 
when he attempted to commit suicide, and he 
took into consideration that he had pleaded 

uilty.

Mrs. Rebecca Robinson, Ballylannon, 
Sutton, County Dublin, sued Edmond Cooney, 
T.D., to recover £55, alleged to be due on foot 
of a promissory note, dated March 29, 1934, 
made by defendant, and payable to the plain- 
tiff on October 2, 1934.

Women's Status in Ireland 


f Sena the week the question of the 
Position, or, rather, the status, of 
women in Ireland was a general topic of 
discussion. The report of the Women 
Workers’ Union and the visit of Miss 
Chenevix to Geneva in connection with 
the matter has aroused much interest. 
We had two broadcast talks, from the 
feminist and anti-feminist points of view, 
and the old argument brought forward 
that a sex rivalry may spring up in this 
country which was evident during the old 
suffrage days in England. In Ireland the 
conservative women declare that condi- 
tions here from the woman’s angle are 
deplorable. The more radical parties 
insist that it is not alone the privileges 
which they have obtained that are being 
gradually withdrawn, but the whole 
attitude to women is one of antagonism 
or indifference. 


Constitutional Rights 


It is very difficult for those responsible 
for the problem of unemployment at the 
present time not to feel that it is a 
serious thing to have thousands of boys 


and young men walking idly around while 


young women occupy posts in the country. 
But it is the danger which is evident of 
creating an inferior status for women than 
the traditional idea in Ireland. Speak- 
ing to a prominent Republican woman the 
other day, she reminded me that the 
Government could not have it both ways. 
While glorifying Easter week, they forgot 
that the proclamation of that date was 
the first in history to declare the equal 
rights of women with men in the country. 
Even the women participants, and the 
dependents of those who sacrificed all 
material comfort for their families, have 
been ignored, in spite of representations 
to the Government, while large sums have 
been voted for matters which might easily 
wait until these grievances were adjusted. 
“The propaganda made over funerals is 
nothing but hypocrisy,” she declared, 
‘‘done for the purpose of vote-catching,”’ 
and she related much more than I could 
bay.

Irish Huguenots 


The dinner at Grosvenor House on 
Wednesday, in honour of the arrival of 
the first Huguenots in England, brings 
me a query about a Huguenot Socicty in 
Ireland. I am not aware that such an 
organisation exists in Dublin, although 
the influence of these emigrés from France 
is still seen in our city, Whenever I find 
myself in certain parts of Dublin, such 
as that picturesque corner, Weavers’ 
square, one realises what these industrious 
people did for the Irish capital. After the 

dict of Nantes two hundred and fifty 
years ago they sought refuge in England 
and Ireland. They established many in- 
dustries, and the poplin, for which Ireland 
became famous, was founded by them. 
Weavers’ square, at the rear of St. 
Catherine’s Church, still reminds us of 
that little colony. The fine tapestries 
which hang in the Bank of Ireland, in the 
chamber formerly the House of Lords, 
were woven in Dublin by these workers. 
Many old families trace their descent from 
the Huguenots, and it is a strange co- 
incidence that the present Minister for 
Industry and Commerce is of the old 
Huguenot stock. Perhaps one may learn 
something of a Huguenot society of former 
days in the city.

Refreshing Summer Drinks 


FOR THE GARDEN PARTY AND PICNIC

$6 HAT shall we have todrink?’”’ The 
question arises on innumerable 
occasions during summer—for the tennis 
or garden party, for picnics, light lunches 
and carefully chosen *“‘summery’’ dinners. 
It should also arise at eleven in the 
morning and four in the afternoon—hours 
of universal tea or coffee drinking. If the 
grown-ups of the household are so addicted 
to these stiumlants that they will not 
forego them, even on a broiling day, the 
childen, -at any rate, should be given a 
taste for fruit drinks instead; for, apart 
from their deliciously refreshing quality, 
they are an inestimable benefit to health. 


ANY FRUIT 


It is only the unimaginative who at 
once answer the opening question with 
‘‘lemonade’’ and stop there. Any juicy 
fresh fruit may be used for the simplest 
of drinks, and this is, indeed, an er 
cellent way of using left-over soft fruits, 
which are bound to lose their first fresh- 
ness of appearance if left overnight. 

For Mixed Fruit Drink: Take a cupful 
each of raspberries, strawberries, currants 
or any other soft fruit. Remove stalks, 
etc., and mash the fruit to a pulp. Place 
in a jug with the juice of one large lemon 
and one orange. Add a cupful of sifted 
icing sugar or less—according to taste. 

Pour over the sweetened pulp one quart 
of boiling water, and leave in a cool place 
overnight. Strain off the fruit, and serve 
in large, cool-looking glasses with a 
Maraschino cherry and, if available, chips 
of ice. 

Fruit Punches, with or without wine, 
are also easy to prepare. For these straw- 
berries, raspberries and sliced oranges are 
specially good—use only one kind of 
fruit. 

Place it in a big bow! or jug, and pour 
over it a sugar syrup flavoured with 
Maraschino and a little strained lemon 
juice. Let the mixture stand for an hour, 
arid just before serving fill up the jug 
with ginger ale—if you have it add a 
piece of ice. 

Sherry Punch is both stimulating and 
refreshing. For this, mix in a tumbler 
a wineglassful of sherry, the strained juice 
of one orange, and half a lemon. Add 
sugar to taste, a few raspberries or straw- 
berries whole, or a thin slice of lemon; 
also two tablespoons of crushed ice. 


LEMONADES 

Unusual “ lemonades’’ can be made 
from grape fruit and pineapple. For 
grape fruit lemonade take one grape fruit, 
one lemon, three ounces of sugar and one 
and a half pints of boiling water. 

Peel the grape fruit very thinly, and 
put the rind in a jug. Remove the white 
pith, but treasure the juice, and then 


slice the grape fruit on a plate, cutting 
cross-wise. Add the sliced fruit to the 
rind. then put in the sugar and lemon 
juice, pour boiling water over them, and 
stir till dissolved. 

Let the lemonade stand till cold, and 
strain and squeeze the fruit well before 
serving. | 

For pineapple lemonade you need two 
lemons, two or three slices of pineapple, 
three ounces castor sugar and _ three- 
quarters of a pint of cold water. Chop or 
mince the pineapple, and put it in a jug 
with the juice of the lemons. Add the 
sugar and water, and stir still dissolved. 

Let it stand an hour or two, add about 
half a pint of chipped ice, and when this 
is partly dissolved the drink is ready to 
serve. 


ICE 


Since serviceable freezing machines can 
be had for a few shillings, ice cream sodas 
can figure frequently in summer menus. 

The basis may be ice cream flavoured 
with vanilla, chocolate or coffee: but a 
good custard is quite as useful. A good 
custard requires two eggs, a pint of milk, 
and one dessertspoonful of corn flour. 

Boil up the milk with two heaned tea- 
spoons of castor sugar. Beat up the eggs, 
and then pour over them the hot milk (it 
should not be boiling). Stir well. add 
vanilla essence. Then place the milk and 
eggs oin a double saucepan, and stir with a 
wooden spoon till the custard coats the 
spoon. 

_ Put the custard aside to cool when it 
is perfectly smooth and well cooked. One 
pint of custard, by the way, will make 
enough ice cream for ten ice cream sodas. 


THE FREEZER 


Now to prepare the freezer. For a two- 
quart freezer you will need an eightecen- 
inch block of ice, and it should arrive not 
more than an hour before you are going to 
use it. If it must be kept a while wrap 
it up in a piece of thick flannel or blanket 
and put it in-the coolest spot available. 

When ready, break the ice into small 
pieces with a hammer or ice-pick and fill 
the ice-compartment of the freezer with 
ice and rock salt (not table salt on anv 
account) in the proportion of three-parts 
of ice to one of salt. Put ice and salt in 
alternate layers and pack well down. Then 
put the custard into the centre container, 

The ice cream soda itself is made very 
simply. Take the juice of an orange—or 
an equivalent quantity of chocolate, coffee, 
mint, lemon, raspberry or strawberry 
flavouring syrups—and put it in a large 
tumbler. Next add a teaspoon of whipped 
cream and a heaped tablespoon of the ice 
cream on top of that. Fill up with soda 
water and serve with a couple of straws 
and an ice wafer,

DR. BISHOP’S REPLY 


Dr. Bishop, replying, said that in these 
days of depression the public library was 
being used to a much greater extent than 
ever before. The same could be said about 
the college and the university libraries. 
There was a definite change in the attitude 
of their students, who were thronging the 
libraries now and were taking their educa- 
tion more seriously. 

There was, at the same time, a reduction 
in the incoine of the libraries, so that their 
task of providing books had become con 
siderably greater. Although fiction still con- 
tinued to be read for recreation there was 
a big increase in the reading of technical 
Looks, books on current problems, economic 
and social, and poetry and drama. Never 
before was there so much interest taken in 
good poetry. A new development in 
America was the number of students from 
ecclesiastical colleges who were attending 
courses in library training. The problems 
that this country were facing to-day were 
exactly the same as those which his country 
wero facing. In some of these America had 
made advances, while in others Ireland, 
England and Scotland could show the way. 
They had much to learn from the work that 
was being done by county libraries in this 
country and England,

nor clergy; and, judging by the writer's 
observation and experience of the past 
seventy years, in one cent more 
(unless something is in the meantime done to 
avert it) we shall have little, if any, need 
for churches, bishops or clergy in the Irish 
Free State.

Church Body has, apparently, huge sums of 
money invested in foreign and other enter- 
prises; why not, then, be practical and 
release a portion of that vast wealth and re- 
invest it in purchasing—or assisting to pur- 
chase and stock—economic and desirable 
holdings and homesteads for our deserving 
men, and in this way do something 
calcu ated to replenish the Church popula- 
tion 

There may be some risk (there is risk in 
all undertakings), but, with prudence in the 
selection, there will be very little. The 
money could well be lent at a reasonable 
rate, say, ó or even 24 per cent., and wou!d 
be at least as profitable as it has proved to 
be invested otherwise, and the security not 
less trustworthy. 

The writer has a faint idea that at present, 
and, possibly, for some years past, there 
exists a department of the Church Body 
entrusted with funds to carry out to some 
extent the suggestion he now makes; but, 
if in existence at all, its activities must, 
indeed, be very weak; for, with one solitary 
exception, he has never known, or even 
heard of, its having extended a helping hand 
in the direction he now advocates. If such 
a body be in existence, it should come out 
into the open and declare its willingness to 
hold out a helping hand to deserving but 
helpless members of the Church.

FINANCE BILL IN 
THE SENATE

N the Senate yesterday, Mr, M.Comyn, K.C., 

Deputy Chairman, presiding, the second 

Stage of the Finance Bill 1935) was re- 
sumed. 

Mr, MacENTEF, Minister for Finance, said 

that one would think, from the criticisms, 
that sugar up to this year had not been taxed, 
but in 1931-1932 the administration derived 
£1,426,000 from the taxation on sugar and 
sugar preparations alone. The present Govern- 
ment hoped to get only £800,000, To 
encourage the sugar beet industry and to 
afford some assistance to the farmer, they had 
deliberately foregone no Jess than £6 ,000 
ol the revenue formerly derived from sugar. 
_ Senator Miss Brown had reminded him that 
he had referred to a certain undertaking as 
a “white elephant,” and it had been a 
“white elephant” in the circumstances that 
existed at that time. | 

In the year 1932 they were subsidising that 
factory—speaking from memory—to the ex- 
tent of almost £3,000,000, nearly 50 per cent. 
more than it had cost them to buy back that 
factory and to establish three additional 
factories. All the profits that were being 
earned by that factory—and they were very 
substantial—both directly and indirectly were 
going out of this country. The people of the 
country were feeding the “ white elephant ” 
with those profits. All the profits that were 
now being derived from the factory were 
being retained here. The share capital was 
owned by citizens and the wages, with the 
exception of certain technicians, were going 
into the pockets of Irish citizens. The mere 
fact that there were openings in these factories 
for their young people of engineering and 
scientific bent was going to be a great in- 
centive to their Universities to provide facili- 
ties for technical study, which did not exist 


LOW 


WHITE ELEPHANT TAMED 


“Instead of having a ‘white elephant’ now,” 
he said, ‘‘ as an object for pleasure or worship 
we have turned it into a useful beast of 
burden, which is now earning its keep. So 
long as we find a large part of our land un- 
tilled and a large part of the time of the 
agricultural ssbialatiion not absorbed in agri- 
cultural pursuits and idle when they should 
be working the industry is an economic in- 
dustry and we are justified in extending it. 

Dealing with the question of corporation 
profits tax, he said he was prepared to con- 
cede that 1t was to some extent an inequitable 
tax as between one class of shareholder and 
another. At the same time, he had to choose 
between a tax of that sort and a tax on the 
necessaries of life, and he had to hold that 
the person who had surplus capital to invest 
must be the first victim. He did not see any 
prospect in the immediate future of dispens- 
ing with the tax here, but he was not entirely 

lind to the disadvantages of it, He did 
not think the tax was as detrimental as 
Senator Jameson seemed to suggest. 

Senator Johnson had asked for a statement 
of the long-term policy of the Government, 
but it was not possible for any government 
or minister to state what its long-term 
policy was going to be in circumstances which 
they all hoped were temporary. They were, 
of course, changing to a certain extent their 
agricultural economy, and this would cause 
certain difficulties; but, on the other question 
of trade relations with their neighbours, he 
looked forward with eagerness to the day on 
which friendly relations would be established. 
That day would come when they had over- 
come their political differences. 


RELATIONS WITH ENGLAND 


No one need despair, he said, that norma] 
trade relations between this country and 
Great Britain would be resumed. When the 
position had been clarified it would be much 
more feasible to indicate the line of policy. 
Several suggestions had been made regard- 
ing currency and finance, but he could 
not see any hope of betterment in a 
departure from what the country had come to 
regard as the canons of finance and currency. 
His view was that in the past twenty years 
almost all the world had been going through 
an agony of currency experimentation, The 
old canon that unless a man sows he cannol 
reap, and that the attributes of wealth could 
not be produced out of a printing press 
seemed to be becoming more and more estab- 
lished. As far as he was concerned he could 
not promise that there would be any depar- 
ture from what he thought was the only 
profitable basis of trade and industry in any 
country. That was that a man should get a 
fair return for his labour and that the State 
should not be expected to discharge its obliga- 
tions to its people or its creditors except by 
taking some of the concrete. prodnce of the 
people to meet its obligations to the poorer 
sections of the community. They had been 
since 1931 enjoying a currency which was at 
present on a national composite eommodity 
basis. They had been enjoying whateve! 
benefits there were in,a manufactured cur- 
rency, and these had not provided the solu- 
tion of their domestic min avi Before 193 
they had a managed currency on a gold 
standard basis, and neither had that provided 
the solution for their problems. is belief 
was that currency did not go to the root 
of this matter at all, and that what was more 
important was the organisation of endeavour 
in order to utilise to the utmost whatever 


natural advantages they possessed. 


THE ENGLISH MARKET 


The Government had been accused of 
destroying access to one of their markets. 
They had not destroyed access to any market. 
He would give them a quotaticn from the 
Irish Times referring to the new agricultural 
policy which had been developed in Great 
Britain. Dominions which, he said, Fad no 
dispute about annuities with Great Britain 
had undertaken to reduce their exports to the 
British market. “Tí the two Dominions keep 
their promise the price of home-bred meat, 
aided by the Government subsidy, ought to 
rise; the farmers will be encouraged to breed 
more cattle, and less meat will be wanted 
from external sources.” They were looking 
to see what the future held in store for those 
who believed that all their economic life was 
bound up in this problem of access to the 
tritish market. Here they were told that 
two Dominions had promised to reduce ex- 
ports to that market, and that it was the 
intention of the British Government to 
encourage their farmers to breed more cattle 
so that less would be required from external 
sources. 

Let us go on, said the Minister, and see 
what, even in the hest cirermstances, is the 
view of the Irish Times. Painting the future 
in its rosiest terms, on the assumption that 
we are loyal and whole-hearted components 
of the Commonwealth, the leader-writer goes 
on to sayvi— 

“The Free State has one enormous advan- 
tage over the more remote Dominions—to wit, 
that she can supply fresh meat, while the 
can only supply frozen or chilled meat, and, 


when prices have been so adjusted that there 


is no great difference between the two 
varieties, the British public almost certainly 
will recover its former taste for fresh meat. 
If England and Northern Ireland cannot 
supply the demand, the Free State will be 
required to help them out.” 

When England and Northern Ireland refuse 
to supply the demand for fresh meat at 
nrices which are not verv different from the 
prices demanded for chilled or frozen meat 
we are going to be called in to help them 
to meet the demand, but look at the future 
which that envisages for our farmers.

Trish Times? 

Mr. MacENTEE—No. The trouble is that 
the Opposition here and in the Dail want us 
to base our agricultural policy upon the 
assumption of the leader-writer in the 
Irish Times and of people in Great Britain, 
who are shaping the policy which he has 
described here.

WIDOWS’ PENSIONS

child from 14 to 16 years, in case the child 
had not obtained employment, 

Mr, JOHNSON said that the Government 
should not let it be understood that the proper 
school-leaving age for a child was 14 years. 

Mr. O’KELLY, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, said that the financial provisions of 
the bill did not allow, at present, of increas- 
ing the age for benefit to 16 years. But he 
knew that the present Government was giving 
very serious consideration to the question «f 
increasing the school-leaving age, because 
they believed that the present law on the 
matter was undesitable, not alone from an 
economic standpoint, but from other points 
of view. 

The amendment was defeated. 


ACT IN FORCE NEXT YEAR

THE BILL 


In moving the second reading of the bill, 
the Minister said that there were three or 
four main points in this amending bill, First, 
it brought about the change from the free 
beef scheme to cheap beef. That had 
always been intended, but they had given 
free beef in the beginning to collect infor- 
mation to guide them when the scheme was 
being introduced ona _ contributory basis. 
An important feature of the bill was the 
effort made in it to enforce a minimum 
price. Where people were able to evade 
the intentions of the principal act legally in 
this respect, provision was made that they 
could be compelled to buy from an inspector 
appointed by the Minister and pay the full 
minimum" price. Provision was made also 
that canned beef could be supplied instead 
of free beef. That was necessary because, 
while victuallers in Dublin and other centres, 
who received good prices for the better 
parts of the animal, could afford to supply 
the cheaper parts at the prices fixed 
under the scheme, there were cases in the 
country where the consumption of bought beef 
was so small that free beef could not be 
supplied economically at the existing prices. 


BUYING OF CATTLE 


The Minister said Section 7 gave the 
inspector power to verify the number of 
animals slaughtered as given him by the 
registered person by asking to see the skins. 

tion 10 was, perhaps, one of the most 
important sections; it gave the Minister 
power to serve an order on any registered 
person that that person must buy. his cattle 
or sheep in future only from an approved 
inspector. He said that the paying of the 
minimum price had been evaded in many 
ways, of which the principal was the third 
party method, 

It was rather suspicious when a yictualler 
changed his whole method of business as soon 
as the Act came into force, and employed 
people to buy for him, 

Mr. BRODERICK (U.1., Cork, E.) asked 
who was the judge of the suitability of 
the animals for the vittualler concerned. 

The MINISTER said that the inspector 
was the judge. He had to be given a good 
deal of discretion: 


TIMES OF SLAUGHTER 


On Section 11, the MINISTER said that 
this provided that slaughterers should give 
forty-eight hours’ notice of the time of 
slaughtering, or, where they had regular 
times, to notify these. He said that there 
was a very good intelligence system in 
country towns; as soon as an inspector 
came into town the victuallers got to know 
of his presence immediately. 

Section 15 made it illegal to slaughter at 
certain times; for instance, on Sunday and 
at other times. Slaughtering was carried on 
sometimes at hours that were most incon- 
venient for inspection; for instance, at 
midnight and on Saturday nights. The 
section did not apply to individuals, but to 
areas and districts. It would not be used 
to penalise anyone. 

Section 12 gave the inspector power to call 
and ask for and get the infachialios he 
wanted about returns from registered 
persons, 

On another section, the MINISTER said 
that at present a dealer sometimes Cleared off 
after discussing the purchase of beasts, when 
a farmer mentioned ‘‘ minimum price.” The 
dealer could not be. brought to Court at 
present unless he actually paid Jess than the 
minimum. Under this bill, if he ‘‘ offered, 
or agreed, or contracted” to pay less than 
the minimum he could be prosecuted. It 
would be illegal even to offer to buy at less 
than the minimum price. 

When the. question of inspectors’ duties in 
relation to the weighing of animals was 
mentioned, Mr. BELTON exclaimed: What 
qualifications have these Pooh Bahs of 
inspectors’ Surely they cannot do every- 
thing ?

CANNED MEAT 

Dr. RYAN went on to explain the bill, and 
said that in regard to the canned meat 
factory it would be necessary to get cattle 
at less than the minimum price. 

Mr. BENNETT—They are going to be sub- 
sidised 'against the butcher. 

Mr. BELTON—If the Minister buys cattle 
for the canned meat factory he is not oblig 1 
to kill them. He can sell them as live-stock. 

The MINISTER went on to say that these 
factories would have to get some second class 
stores at least.

Every 
transaction the Minister does under the 
principal Act must be laid before both Houses 
of the Oireachtas. 

Mr, MULCAHY—The subsidy will be given 
in the balance sheet instead of in the 
estimates. 

Dr. RYAN said that Section 19 and the 
following sections provided for the change 
over from the free beef scheme to the con- 
tributory scheme, and required no further 
explanation. . 

Another poste in this bill was that 
eanned heef could be sujplied instead cf 
fresh beef wherever it was thought desirable, 
and contracts could be entered into for that 
paspoee. The bill was for the benefit of the 
arming community, first in order to secure 
a minimum price fer cattle, and to make 
the beef scheme rore permanent by making 
it, contributory, No additional inspectors 
would be employed. 


NOT HOPEFUL 


Mr. BENNETT (U.1., Limerick) said they 
had a rather painful experience of the prin- 
cipal Act, and he was not at all hopeful 
that under this. amending bill the farmer 
would get the benefit of the stabilised prices.

POWERS IN HANDS OF 


INSPECTORS 


Dr. O'HIGGINS (U.I., Leix.Offaly) said 
there “was an artificial air about. the whole 
debate, because no one believed that this bill 
was going to achieve the object it was sup- 
pres to achieve, They had in this bill a 
egislative paradox—it was ostensibly to 
raise the price of beef, and at the tail end 
of it they wanted to utilise it to distribute 
cheap beef, They could not achieve both 
objects at the same time by the same means. 
The Minister was only playing with the 
troubles of the farmers. This was one of 
the futile silly bills that were calculated te 
take attention from the main problem. Ii 
the Minister really meant business, and not 
propaganda, if he wanted to raise prices ine 
siead of raising political propaganda, he 
would face up to the problem of supply 
being in excess of the demand, and tackle it 
at the real heart of things by trying to get 
a greater bis They were rapidly 
approaching the point where from hour to 
hour a trader could not carry on business 
without being interfer:d with by some in- 
expert, inexperienced official. 

In this bill they were giving inexperienced, 
newly appointed temporary clerks powers 
practically of life and death over the whole 
trade of the victuallers of this country; 
powers to close up businesses on unverified 
reports, without a scrap of legal evidence. 
They were handing over powers to these 
temporary officials to paralyse and finish off 
a man’s business. They were giving them 
powers to go and come with absolute dis- 
cretion, to buy and sell where they chose. 


STATE INTERFERENCE 

Mr, HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said that 
the Minister had told them that one advant- 
age from the principal Act was that it opened 
up a foreign market. He failed to see how a 
bill for slaughtering animals was going to 
open up markets in other countries. 

They were now used to State interference, 
but what the Government were now attempt- 
ing to do was not in accordance with justice 
or fair play. The bill did not give the 
farmers a fair chance to make a living, and, 
therefore, he could not support it. 

Professor O'SULLIV AN (U.I., Kerry) said 
that the bill was brought in because of the 
failure of the principal Act—a failure which 
the Minister for Agriculture should have fore- 
seen, 

Mr. D. McMENAMIN (U.I., Donegal) 
said that the bill was so much waste paper.

COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
POSITION 


UNPAID CORK ROAD 
WORKERS 
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From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Thursday. 
T a meeting of the Finance Committee 
A of the Cork County Council to-day 
some members asked for an explana- 
tion of why road workers had not been paid. 
The Secretary, in reply, stated that the 
Council had had an authorised overdraft up 
to £165,000 for the month of July. Urgent 
demands from Boards of Assistance for July 
instalments -resulted in the sanctioned accom- 
modation being exhausted. During the first 
few days of the month a letter had been 
received from the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, stating that an instalment of the 1935- 
"36 agricultural grant had already been issued 
and that no further instalment was available. 
The Council then decided that the directors 
of the bank be asked to extend up to 
£200,000 the accommodation already granted 
for the month of July and up to £240,000 for 
August accommodation, as revenue out of the 
new rate could not be expected in till the 
first weeks of September. 


PENDING LEGAL ACTION 

Mr. T. O'Donoghue asked if legal action 
pending in respect of the agricultural ge nt 
moneys would not have a bearing on the 
Council’s financial position, 

Mr. Exham (Law Adviser) said that they 
would not have this action on before Long 
Vacation. 

The Chairman said that the Law Adviser 
told him that they ought to strike the rate 
that day, but he thought that there were 
certain sound reasons why an adjournment 
of the striking of the rate would not do them 
any great harm. 

Mr, T. J. Murphy, T.D., proposed that 
they strike the rate, and commented on the 
Council’s experience in past years, in which, 
he maintained, a great deal of the Council’s 
difficulties were attributable to the late 
striking of the rate. The £100,000 or £150,000 
involved in the legal action need not in any 
way interfere with their present rate. If 
they received it, they could proceed to settle 
with the bank and clear off their liabilities. 

Mr. M. J. Corry, T.D., seconded, and 
said that their best chance of getting in 
rates was by having collectors in a position 
to seek them around harvest time. 

The Secretary. said that if the Council 
refrained from striking the rate that day it 
could he assumed that the bank directors 
would be inclined to take an unfavourable 
view of the Council’s application for an in- 
creased overdraft, 

Mr. Meaney then Fropeset that they strike 
the rate and then adjourn. 

This being the general feeling of the meet- 
ing, it was so agreed, 

Schedules of uncollected rates were befor 
the Council, and the Secretary said that the 
Council would have to ratify, formally, the

The City Commissioner of Police, in a 
statement to-night, said that there had 
been a marked improvement in the situa- 
tion, and in no place was there a clash 
between opposing factions.

In several factories to-day Catholics 
have been forced to leave their employment 
in view of the threatening attitude of their 
fellow-employés, while in others the 
managers have asked members of the staff 
to leave temporarily in order to preserve 
the peace while the sectarian feeling con- 
tinues at its present height. 

The number of letters warning people to 
clear out of their houses which have been 
received by people of both sections con- 
tinues to increase. | 
Many Catholic families from all parts of 
the city have now found temporary accom- 
modation in huts erected in MacRory 
Park, Whiterock road. Others, in common 
with the Protestants, have sought refuge 
with their friends In a number of cases 
where the men could afford it they have 
sent their wives and children away, while 
they themselves lodge with people in areas 
which are solidly Nationalist or solidly 
Unionist. 


FIGHT AMONG THEMSELVES 


Some have gone to the Glenard private 
‘housing estate at Ardoyne, where there are 
a couple of hundred houses in course of 
construction. Even the half-built houses 
have been taken over by the refugees, de- 
spite the fact that cooking has to be done, 
in some cases, over camp fires in the 
gardens. 

The owner of the estate, in order to 
regularise the position, has announced that 
he will accept the people as tenants, but 
there have been some cases of fighting 
between the refugees themselves in order 
to get some place for their families to 
sleep. 


STOUT BARRICADES 


The work of barricading up the streets 
in the York street area is continuing. 
Men erecting these eight-feet-high corru- 
gated iron fences are guarded by military 
with fixed bayonets, and policemen, These 
barricades have a definite air of per- 
manency about them. They are of robust 
construction, and pneumatic drills are 
being used by the workmen to break up 
the’ concrete roadways in order to get a 
good deep foundation for the barricades. 

These barricades have not solved the 
evacuation problem. The _ barricades 
erected up to the present have isolated 
forty-nine Catholic families on the wrong 
side of the fence and five Protestant 
families from their own quarter. Most of 
these people are making arrangements to 
seek new homes to-night. 

In Earl street the barricade actually 
has the effect of putting the boys’ section 
of the Catholic School in the Protestant 
area, and the girls’ division in the 
Catholic district. 
children are on holidays, and soldiers of 
the Border Regiment are billeted there. 


NO FUNERALS: NO SNIPING 


Sniping appears to have died down, and 
this may be partly attributable to the 
heavy rain which has been falling at 
intervals throughout the day and the fact 
that no funerals of riot victims were 
taking place. 

The funeral of William Osborne, the 
sixth victim of the riots, will take place 
to-morrow (Friday) to the Protestant 
cemetery at Carnmoney, after making a 
wide detour to avoid the troubled areas.

ICTUALLERS in many important 
centres in the country were unant- 
mous in their condemnation of Dr. Ryan's 
new bill, which provides that the pro- 
prietor of slaughtering premises shall, 
after at least a week's notice has been 
served upon him, purchase cattle or sheep 
for slaughter only from an officer 
authorised by the Minister, and “ at such 
price and upon such terms as the Minister 
may from time to time direct.” 

Tralee victuallers denounced in strong 
terms the new cattle bill. One trader 
said that, if the bill became law, it would 
be utterly impossible for many of them 
to remain in business. Ninety per cent. 
of the Free State victuallers, he said, had 
complied with the previous Government 
regulations, at serious loss to themselves. 

Clonmel victuallers viewed with appre- 
hension the proposal to enforce a fixed 
price for fat cattle. Prominent members 
of the trade said that it would be im- 
possible to carry on under the bill. By 


| buying cattle at 22s. per cwt. and supply- 


ing free beef at 4d. E Ib. they were 
working at a loss, as 22s. a cwt, worked 
out at something over 4d. per lb. Together 
with this loss they had to pay overhead 
expenses and wages. 

ince the scheme came into operation 
they had been supplying free beef on the 
chance that the scheme would cease on 
the Ist June. If the latest proposals 
were enforced, their only alternative 
would be to refuse to supply meat. 
Their difficulties now were all the greater 
since ‘the price of store cattle had in- 
creased by from £1 to 30s. per head. It 
was stated that the traders in the town 
found it very difficult to get money due 
from the Government in connection with 
the free beef scheme. 


IRKSOME INSPECTIONS 


A victualler, interviewed in Kilmallock, 
said that purchasing of cattle from an 
inspector would not affect him, as he was 
paying 22s. per cwt. to the producer, The 
forty-eight hours’ notice of intention to 
slaughter he considered impossible, as, he 
said, he might be obliged to do so at any 
moment. 

Another trader stated that butchers 
always killed on Sundays, as that day 
suited them. He took exception to the 
forty-eight hours’ notice, as a man might, 
he said, change his mind in a few hours.

TAME. DEBATE IN 
THE DAIL | 


“EVENTS OF JULY 
FIFTH ” 
DECISIVE REJECTION OF 
CENSURE VOTE 


——

OR some months after Herr Hitler's 
“- purge ” of last year people spoke 
in hushed and fearful tones of “ the events 
of June S0th.’” Yesterday in the Dail 
Professor O'Sullivan referred to “' the 
events of July 5th,” and Government 
deputies regarded him merely with amused 
indul ence, July 5th was the day on which 
Dail Eireann, in the opinion of the Opposi- 
tion, was compelled to bow the knee before 
the might of Fianna Fail dictatorship, and 
submit to the now famous, but ail 
dismantled, ‘‘ guillotine.’’ The discussion 
was prompted by a motion which appeared 
on yesterday 's Order Paper, in the names 
of Professor O'Sullivan and Deputies 
McGilligan and Morrissey. It read as 
follows :— 

“That the Dail is of the opinion 
that the conduct of the Ceann 
Comhairle in the Chair, and espe- 
cially his actions on Friday, July 
5th, have gravely infringed 
minority rights, and tend to bring 
Parliament. into disrepute.’’ 

Before a fairly well-filled House, and a 
public gallery packed to the point of 
suffocation, Professor O’Sullivan began his 
defence of the rights of the minority ; but 
not before the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment had made some effort to shut him 
up. Mr. O’Kelly, quoting one of the 
Standing Orders, attempted to prove that 
the wicks motion was out of order. The 
Speaker, however, delivered judgment in 
favour of Professor O'Sullivan, “' As the 
motion is directed against me, I'd be 
extremely reluctant to rule it out of order,’’ 
he said quietly. 

Then the Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs made another objection. 
“When I handed in a similar motion,” 
he said, ‘‘I was told that it had to deal 
with a specific instance.”. The Speaker, 
hoWever, invited Professor O'Sullivan to 
begin. 

“Tt is not with any great alacrity that 
we propose this motion,’’ the Professor 
started almost apologetically; “but we 
are keenly conscious of recent interference 
with parliamentary institutions.’’ He 
then showed how the Government of late 
had been becoming more and more 
‘despotic,’ and suggested that the 
Speaker had been remiss in not putting a 
stop to this unfortunate tendency. The 
Chair is not responsible for the speed with 
which business is conducted, and should 
not have been influenced by the Govern- 
ment claim of urgency. 


PRESIDENT AMUSED 


By now the President had appeared in 
the House, and Professor O’Sullivan 
turned his attention to him. ‘‘ The Presi- 
dent’s attitude is that he is Governor- 
General, President of tlio Executive 
Council, and Chairman of the Dail,” said 
Professor O’Sullivan, ‘‘ and on the few 
occasions when he enters this unimportant 
Chamber rules of order are not for him.” 
Mr. de Valera looked up from his papers 
and laughed with: genuine amusement. 
The Minister fqy Finance was the next 
one to come unfyer the lash. Professor 
O'Sullivan described how Mr. MacEntee

Professor O'Sullivan passed on to the 
iniquities of the Fianna Fail Party gener- 
ally. ““Is this in order?” asked Mr. 
Hugo Flinn again. He quoted another 
utterance of the former Speaker. ‘‘ The 
deputy must make his point, and 
not call my attention to a ruling 
said the Chair, 
coldly. Within the next minute Deputy 
Hugo Flinn was up again. “' [am waiting 
to hear the deputy’s point,’’ said Mr. 
Fahy, without the least enthusiasm. 
Deputy Hugo Flinn sat down abruptly. 
Suddenly he shot an astonished look in 
the direction of the Chair. Whatever he 
saw there induced him to discontinue his 
points of order. 

With the end of Professor O’Sullivan’s 
speech the debate, for all practical pur- 
poses, was over. Other deputies who kept 
within the bounds of relevancy merely 
repeated his arguments, while the Govern- 
ment supporters who offered a contribution 
did not seem to make any case at all. 

Deputy Norton, describing what hap- 
pened immediately after the opening 
prayer in every session of the House, was 
told that he was “ absolutely irrelevant ”’ 
by the Speaker; and then he proceeded to 
“rake over the ashes of the civil: war.” 
The Minister for Agriculture said that the 
Chair had as many obligations towards the 
majority as towards the minority, and then 
coined two extraordinary expressions. He 
said that the Opposition “ had been talk- 
ing a good deal of irrelevancies,’’ and, 
secondly, that “ they had petered out a 
debate ” much longer than the Govern- 
ment had thought possible. 


IN PRAGUE 


The Minister for Local Government 
assured Deputy Cosgrave that during the 
last fortnight more vituperation, vile 
abuse and scurrility had been poured upon 
the Government than ever before in the 
history of the House, and that Deputy 
Cosgrave had organised it personally. 
Deputy Cosgrave observed that the 
Minister had been in Prague for the last 
month. 

Finally, after an extremely lethargic 
debate, the motion was put to the House 
at 7.45 p.m. One of the movers—Deputy 
MacGilligan—appeared only for the diva- 
sion. It was defeated by 59 to 40. While 
the count was being made Deputy Osmond 
Esmonde, sitting in the President’s seat 
on the Government front bench, chatted 
happily with Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, weav- 
ing an intricate design with his fingers in 
front of the Minister’s face. Dr, Ryan, 
behind, looked uncomfortable, obviously 
wishing that Deputy Esmonde would 
return to his rightful place on the other 
side of the House. Of the entire debate 
this undoubtedly was the most moving 
incident.

FOUR DUNDALK 
MEN RELEASED 
MILITARY TRIBUNAL'S 

FINDINGS .

A ar Military Tribunal yesterday 
acquitted all five Dundalk men who 


had been on trial during five days for the |: 


murder of Mrs. McCrory, whose home was 
bombed and wrecked almost eighteen 
months ago. 

The men on trial were: James 
Finnegan, Castletown road; Richard 
Goss, Long avenue; Eamonn Coffey, The 
Demesne; Thomas Walsh, Lon; avenue, 
and Bernard Murphy, Hill street. 

Announcing the decision of the Court in 
the first murder trial that ever had been 
brought before it, the President made the 
following statement :— 

“ The Tribunal is of opinion that the 
death of Mrs. McCrory was accelerated 
by the explosion that took place at her 
residence on the llth Tebruary, 1934, and 
consequently holds that those who partici- 
pated in this outrage are guilty of murder. 

“Five men are charged here with 

articipating in this crime. We have 
bad the evidence tendered against them, 
and the evidence in support of alibis put 
forward on behalf of the prisoners Coffey 
and Finnegan. 

“The three undefended prisoners, 
Murphy, Walsh and Goss, have made no 
attempt to answer the charges preferred 
against them. ‘The prisoner Murphy, 
speaking on behalf of Limself, Walsh and 
Goss, while refusing to recognise the 
Court, availed himself of every oppor- 
tunity to cross-examine witnesses and to 
make statements. In the course of such 
statements he denied complicity in the 
murder, and, without producing a scintilla 
of evidence, even had the audacity to sug- 
gest that the Guards were responsible for 
this appalling outrage. This suggestion is 
beneath contempt. 

“The Tribunal has 
anxious consideration. It appreciates the 
fundamental principle that innocent 
persons must be protected, and, at the 
same time, it realises its responsibility to 
punish, in no uncertain manner, persons 
ema! take part in dastardly crimes of this 

ind. 

'“ We are not, however, satisfied that 
guilt has been sufficiently brought home to 
the accused men in this case, and, con- 
sequently, we give them the benefit of the 
doubt, and we acquit the “five accused men. 
The Court will nów adjourn for fifteen 
minutes to enable counsel to consider how 
the findings affect the other charges 
against the accused.’ 


OTHER CHARGES 


Mr. Black, K.C., the State prosecutor, 
said—' We appreciate very much the 
action of the Court in stating its reasons 
for the decision at which it has arrived, 
and that has facilitated us very much in 
deciding upon the attitude we now adopt. 
It is quite plain to my colleagues and 
myself that it would be quite useless pro- 
ceeding with the other charges, and, 
therefore, on behalf of the Attorney- 
General, I enter a nolle prosequi in 
respect of the other charges.”’

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day ::—M. Laval must be gratified by 
the spirit in which the French public has 
received his twenty-nine decrees, imposing 
heavy sacrifices upon every class in the 


country, in order to balance the. Budget 


and to “save the franc.’’ No one welcomes 
these sacrifices. There are already protests 
from some, who feel that they are being 
called upon to do more than their share, 
and these protests may be expected to 
multiply as the decrees are studied more 
closely and their import recognised more 
fully. When the Chamber meets in 
October M. Laval and his colleagues will 
have to meet the criticism both of those 
who disapprove of the whole policy of 
deflation on general grounds and of others 
who, accepting deflation as a grim 
necessity in all the circumstances, will 
quarrel with the manner in which it is 
being applied. By that time M. Laval 
must hope the decrees, demonstrating as 
they do the Government’s resolve to 
balance the Budget at all costs, will have 
restored confidence and revived business 
activity to such an extent as to disarm 
opposition. Indeed, there has been an 
immediate tendency in that direction. 
M. Laval has shown his courage by 
making his decrees much more drastic 
and more comprehensive than was gener- 
ally expected. This has the advantage, as 


is pointed out-by M. Regnier, the Minister ' 


for Finance, that every one now knows 
where he stands and can work on a firm 
foundation, confident. that the currency 
and the national credit are safe from 
attack. The time is propitious, for the 
monetary situation has steadily improved. 
The growth of confidence has made it 
possible to reduce the Bank rate which,

ago. The decrees promising a balanced

“The people of Abyssinia,”’ he declared,

with Italy. The men I talked to in my 
country recently were aware that Italy was 
hight for war, and their inevitable 
reply was to pat their spears and say: 
‘All right—let them come.’ They are 
ignorant and indifferent to the terrors of 
modern warfare.’ 

Asked what his country could do against 
bombers, for example, he said, ‘‘Nothing,’’ 
and asked in turn, “ What are they going 
to bomb? Addis Ababa would probably 
be evacuated on the outbreak of hostilities 
and the people would take to the hills and 
the ravines.”’
